built within tbe past thirty vear«.

but few year, since the largevttbiMintbe 
mercantile matiue did not-exceed 000 ton* 
ibutden, while M prestnt tbe average ol 
(ea-going fcbipa is probably near 1,000 mnr, 
aui juftrjy aru at lurae n* 2 000 tou.. Toe 
Qcodl Republic, oi 3.500 ion*, was an ex- 
ception. Then the largo fleet of steam- 
»hip» tiave taken the place of the sail- 
ing-vessel*, aad.seem to. be f<i«t driving 
these jawpU from tho ocean. 
But ibe in- 


quiry, ••Where do tne old ehips go to?' u 
an lutertsting om; and the writer hae 
some means at bis command to partially an- 
swer the question. Oa the discovery of the 
gold in California, it will be remembered 
that an innumerable crowd of adventurers 
necked ,lo its shore* hoping to wash out 
joriune* from the golden sand*. Small, 
old and cheep »hipa were sought for, and, 
crowded wub ptuwenper*, tailed for the 
blis-ful land. 
Oa arrival within the 


• Golden Gate.' the ships were, abandoned 
In baete by tbeir paseengere and crew. 
<jr the minet; and the ebi««>-«k~ s^*-""* 
convert'^ intuatorea, piers and dwelling*, 
come allowed to decay and wash to pieces 
about the river and bays, while a pa-t 
werj pnrcbaaed by tbe Celestial* and 
broken up for the metal that was in them, 
tbe wood being sold' to the citizen* foi 
fuel, while tbe metals wete shipped to tbe 
Celestial Empire. Quite a number of 
thrse old palaoea wont in this manner 
under the writer's eyes. Daring the year 
1850 more than a thousand ahvfia were ob- 
served in the Bay of Han Francisco, a large 
portion of which never passed wituout its 
gate*. 


Among the interesting old ships was 


the Birolay, built in 1790, for William 
Eotoh & Sons, by George Olsgborn—the 


who built the frigate Constitution^ 


(Old Ironside*-). The Barclay was gallant- 
ly'out ont of Uallao, from under the nuns 
of the Spanish fortiftoations, in 1813, by 
Commodore David Porter, then in the 
tToited Ststes frigate E-sez, with onr 
glorious Farragnt, at that time a midship- 
man under his command. After an event- 
ful career she was broken op at New Bed- 
ford in 1864 
Ala? the ship Canada, fam- 


ous in her day, when in the Liverpool 
tradXmaking herp»9*ag«e from Mew York 
in from thirteen to sixteen day*, when 
oimmanded by Oapr. Seth GK Macy, oi 
Budaoo, and delivering Gen. Jackson'* 
messages in Liverpool as promptly a« the 
steamers do others in those d«ys. This 
sbip was seized by tbe Brpzili*n Govern- 
ment, while ashore near Pernambuoo, in 
1858, aad was since paid for, every dollar 


Large numbers of noted old ehipf.when 


tha nquirenteuts of commerce demanded 
tbaM ot larger sita for transportation ol 
cotton, grain and other merchandise, were 
transferred to tbe whaling business. Bud 
hava emee laid their keels in coma of tbe 
numerous groups of the Faoiflo seas, or 
been aru>hed in tbe ice of tbe Arctio tl >e« 
or by tbe leviathan of I ho PIS-). Among 
these we have in mind the Bocton Colon 
ship Hocqm, long commanded by the 
gallant Juriah Stnryir, ot that city, who 
figured a < largely in the government rev- 
enue service, and died while on duty tome 
years ago. Thi* ship woe driven aehnru 
aad wrecked in Ibe OkoUk Sen in 1851. 
Then among our own was the E sex, once 
of Salem, bnt when lost, of Njntucket— 
stove by a hnire whale in the PucincOoean 
m Nov, 1820. 
C.pt Pollard, who com 


minded htr, sailed again in the Two 
Bio ben, end in lc*» than five months ab« 
was a wreck, having struck a retf west oi 
tbe Sandwich I-linds. Tbe ship Harmo- 
ny, (ilso of Nantuoket,) Ciptaia Abnl 
Rawaon. late in tbe last century, had a 
whale breach out of the »ea ID the eight 
across the deck, breaking in the deck* 
and sinking the ship below the water in a 
few moments. 
The crew escaped in 


the boats ju»t as they came ont of their 
berths, and were picked up by a consort 
tbip, the Lao, and brought home, Tlii* 
ie the only oane of the kind we bave any 
knowledge of in tbe cxpetivnw of M OUT 
people for a period of ITS year?. The 
«bip Ann Alexander, ol New Bedford, 
was destrovrd on the ooa*t ol Pern, in 
August, 1861, in a similar manner to tbe 
E>eex, and tbo crew taken off by the .hip 
N«»tucket-, ot NantncKer. The whole af. 
tair was vividly noticed at the time by 
the L mdon Punch, in verso.

pbeu Girnrd'a thipr, built at Philadel- 
phia in 1801) wa* then undergoing re- 
pairs at M»w Bedford. Her planking is 
being removed, tbe first time for seventy 
yearo. The live-oak timber* underneath 
are reported to be as pound as they were 
the day they wtra first put together 
Lite in the last century Hi.

Dr. Bar- 
ges,-, of Sin Francisco, uys, in the Bjstou 
Journal of Chemttlry: -Ia the late fear- 
ful epidemic of small-pox I have tested 
the disinfectant and prophylactic power of 
oarbolio acid in a way that leaves no doubt 
in my mind of its superior mtrit. Indeed, 
during the lat'er part of thc course of thc 
epidemic, I trusted to it exclusively. In 
thirty-six instances of its exclusive use, 
the disease spread ia but one—and that 
was in a family of very filthy habitc.whera 
cleanliness and proper E arcing were unat- 
tainable." 


Carbolic acid ia a fluid form is a cheap 


article. To disinfect an apartment two 
or three teaspoonsfuls may be put in a 
umall bucket of water, aad scattered about 
with a whisk broom Of tha same or even 
smaller quantity may b* placed iu a dub 
and mixed with .aad. The evaporation 
from this will disinfect the air. If thc 
air thonld become too stronglv charged tbe 
evaporation may be checked by covering 
the dish more or les>, aa required. This 
atmo»phere containing carbolic acid is 
pcoially when associated with 
as a destroyer of infeotion. 


Ths bed clothes, blankets, etc., and 


clothes worn by persons having thc di- 
sease or coming in contact with such, may 
be washed with soap now manufactured 
containing carbolic aoid. 
Or common 


sosp may be used, with two or three tea- 
spoonifnl of carbolic acid added to thc 
«nd». Thus may complete disinfection be 
produced in bed clothes or body clothes of 
patients subjected to small-pox or any oth- 
er infections disease.
